Section 3900 A.—The governor of the 


State of California, whenever in his opin- 
ion there shall exist a general financial 
stringency in the St»t» of California may, 
by public proclamation to that effect, 
postpone for any period of time not ex- 
ceeding thirty days at any one time in 
any one fiscal year and not exceeding 
in all the period of ninety days In any one 
fiscal year, th» time for collection or pay- 
ment of any tax due the State or any 


csunty, city and county or municipal dl- 
Tlslon thereof, and for the same length of 
time postpone the dellnciuency penalty, 
forfeiture or fine for the non payment 
thereof penalty forfeiture or fine and 
the time of preparing delinquent IRsts for 
Lnpald taxes 
The fine provided by law, 


wherein any act shall b« dona, by any 
person or public officer In relation to the 
matters and things herein abovo men- 
tioned and provided for shall be extended 
for the period of time mentioned In such 
proclamation

ALAMEDA TO EXTEND TIME. 


ALAMEDA, Nov. 18.—City 
Attorney 


V. W. Simpson, after a careful examina- 
tion of '.he elly charter, has decided that 
the City Council may extend the time 
fur taxes be-joming delinquent.

hereafter ,be 
given "by law to like proceedings and 
acts In the matter of collection of State 
and county taxes In said county." 
The Council will tonight adopt an or- 
dinance extending tho time for the pay- 
ment of taxes. 
BERKELEY INVESTIGATING. 


BERKELEY. Nov. 18.—City Attorney 
Staats is making an examination of the 
Berkeley city charter with reference- to 
payment of municipal taxes. 
The ques-

Last nl^ht when her hus- 
jand entered the liuu.se, without wani- 
ng he took a revolver from his pocket,

out. 
She was too frightened to spealt^ 


mt ran Into tier mother's room for pro-

The mother went out and rea- 


loned with Jordan, who agreed to mako 
no further trouble. 


Before the couple had retired, however, 


tfrs. Jordan no tired, she declares, her 
husband slip his revolver unOor his jiil- 
ow, and so for the second time, she ap- 
pealed to her mother for aid.

friend's revolver, Olson pursued his broth- 
er-in-law for five blocks before overtaking 
him. 


A second struggle ensued, which ended 


in Olson being thrown to the street and 
one of the weapons was accidentally dis- 
charged. 
Jordan, with his baby, suc- 


ceeded In making good his escape. 


This morning Mrs. Jordan appeared In 


court, asking for a warrant for the arrest 
of her husband. 


She states that he had never carried a 


revolver 'before, and that this Is the first 
time they had had any serious quarrel. 


Up to noon today the. whereabouts of

The use of Magdalena bay for coaling purposes 
and for naval target practice has been enjoyed by the United States 
navy and. we believe, by British warships for a long period in the 
past, and, for the purpose, it is said to be one of the most suitable 
places in the world. The bay is perfectly sheltered from all winds, 
water deep enough to admit any vessel, anchorage good, the range

Magdalena bay has also been an industrial scene of great activity 


for half a century or more, being the most important source of supply 
of cochineal, a valuable dye which is extracted from a species of 
seaweed growing in great abundance in its waters. 
The drying 


houses and other works of the company which has the concession 
from the Mexican government for harvesting the cochineal crop, and 
the huts of its employes, constitute the only settlement on the shores 
of the bay. The use of Magdalena bay as a naval target grounds 
has. howe%er, seriously impaired its value for whaling, the frequent 
discharge of heavy guns, it is said, scaring off the big mammals 
which ha\e sought other breeding places. 


The extension of the Mexican government's concession for the 


use of Magdalena bay as a coaling station for the United States navy 
for another three years, to secure which was one of the objects of the 
recent visit made by Secretary of State Root to the City of Mexico, 
indicates that the Atlantic battleship fleet will continue its cruise in 
Pacific Coast waters for at least that period of time.

President of Cornell Says New 


York's Governor is Presiden- 


tial Possibility. 


NEW YORK. Nov. 18. — In an address 


at Cooper Union- last night President 
Schurman of Cornell University discussed 
Governor Hughes as a presidential pos- 
sibility. President Schurman's topic was 
'A Day of. Reform." 
He said In part: 


"Out of this movement of reform there 


has emerged upon the political stai;e one 
commanding figure. We have made him 
governor of New York, but his name and 
fame have gone out to -the uttermost 
parts of the United States. The investi- 
gation conducted by Charles B. Hughes 
into the affairs of fie blr insurance com- 
panies gave to the movement of reform 
an irresistible impulse, for it demonstart- 
ed by the logic of indisputable fact the 
havoc which unprincipled greed and gam- 
bling were making of funds which had 
been consecrated by the highest obliga- 
tions to the protection of the fatherless 
and the widow. 


PROVIDES REMEDY. * 


"But Mr. Hughes not only laid bare the 


hideous disease from which the world 
of big affairs was suffering: he prescrib- 
ed remedies for its cure and preventatives 
of its recurrence 
In the exercise of rare 


constructive statesmanship he drafted a 
bill for enactment by 
the 
legislature 


which placed the vast Insurance business 
of the State, and, indeed, of the United 
States, on the firm foundation of honor 
and integrity—and that without any im- 
pairment, but with an obvious augmen- 
tation of Its vitality and efficiency.

"Resolved. That the chief surgeon of 
the Emergency Hospital be requested to 
formulate a set of rules and regulations 
for the government of the Institution, 
employes and patients, and submit same 
to this board tor adoption, said regula- 
tions and rules to provide that said ohjef 
surgeon be the administrative head, and 
have absolute control of all employes of 
said hospital." 
This resolution makes Dr. O. D. HHam- 
lln. ehlef surgeon, the nominal bead of 
the hospital. 
upervfsor Kelley presented the resolu- 
tion, stating that fia believed it neoes- 
sary to have a nominal head at the Re- 
ceiving Hospital. 
Kelly's first measure 
was revised by District Attorney Brown, 
es it was considered to be in conflict with 
the rules of the board, resting entire 
power over the hospital in the chief sur- 
geon's hands.
